The generous young man insisted, and declared 
at last that-he would go and give himself up if 
the father would not consent to take him. After 
a long struggle the latter yielded, and taking 
his preserver by the arm, led him to the city and 
to the mayor's office. Everybody was surprised 
that a little man like the father had been able to 
capture such a strong young fellow, but the 
proot was before them, the fifty francs were paid, 
and the prisoner sent back to the galleys.
